Michigan Downtown 
Assoc. explains Zoo, 
DIA millage captures 


To the Editor: 

The following letter was submitted to The 
Detroit News in response to an opinion editorial 
written regarding the capture of Detroit Zoo and 
DIA millage revenues. I am sending it to you, 
as it will provide important information that 
clarifies why the communities in question are 
required to retain this tax increment revenue 

The Michigan Downtown Association (MDA) 
Board of Directors has asked that I write to 
clear up some potential reader concerns that 
arose from an article in The Detroit News 
regarding the Wayne County communities Tax 
Increment Finance capture (Zoo/DIA). 

The Michigan Downtown Association is the 
statewide organization of over 200 member 
communities that supports good development 
of our downtowns. Downtown Development 
Authorities (DDAs) have successfully 
worked to revitalize Michigan’s downtowns, 
maintained their property values, and prevented 
tax loss for decades. 

Communities are judged by the appearances 
of their downtowns, and the postwar era was 
very hard on the State’s downtown districts. 
Significant disinvestment and business loss 
was negatively impacting our downtowns, 
and this blight was beginning to spill into the 
adjacent neighborhoods. 

In 1975, the State legislature created DDAs to 
combat this serious downtown tax base erosion 
that was threatening entire communities. They 
created independent and dedicated funding 
streams for downtown reinvestment. 

The most widely-used tool that supports the 
revitalization of Michigan’s downtowns is 
Tax Increment Financing (TIF). TIF captures 
only the “increment” in taxes from increased 
property values — the taxes on the original 
values continue to be collected by the taxing 
authorities — including the Zoo and DIA. Only 
that incremental increase in tax revenue is 
then made available for reinvestment by the 
DDAs. 

It is this financing structure that is being 
brought into question in regards to the Zoo 
tax. 

The MDA Board is concerned that a 
misinterpretation of the TIF law is causing 
readers to think that Wayne County 
communities are misdirecting funds from the 
Detroit Zoo. 

Under the state law, municipal and county 
treasurers are required to transmit tax increment 
revenues to the DDA within their districts, 
unless the taxing jurisdiction is exempt or the 
taxing jurisdiction has opted out of capture. 

In the Zoo Authority case, its ballot language 
does not exempt it from capture; it has not

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opted out of capture; and therefore, this 
millage is subject to capture for reinvestment. 
Failure to create opt-out language on the ballot 
requires these funds to be captured. 

The fact is those communities in Wayne 
County that are retaining the increment capture 
for submission to their DDAs, are following 
state law. 

Although the State Attorney General’s office 
has granted a non-binding opinion, several of 
the Wayne County communities have obtained 
their own legal opinions that contradict the 
Attorney General’s position. To support its 
members, the MDA is pursuing an additional 
legal opinion on this issue. 

It is the position of the MDA Board of 
Directors that this issue is an interpretation of 
legislation. Debates in interpretation can only 
be settled by a court ruling. 

We affirm that strong cultural organizations 
support the creation of Quality of Life 
experiences for community residents. 

We know that by fostering community-wide 
tax base growth, downtown revitalization 
improves the region’s overall Quality of Life. 
Long-term TIF investments lead to increasing 
overall tax revenues for the Detroit Institute of 
Arts and the Detroit Zoo. It is a win-win for 
all.
